Emory, it seems, sailed 
from Cape Cod some forty years ago, 
•with little money but a quantity ot 
Yankee sense and shrewdness inner) 
ted from bis ancestors, to seek bis for- 
tune in Siberia, which at that time 
was popularly believed to be one great 
iceberg, inhabited by Russian convicts 
and polar bears. Few Americans had 
the courage to emigrate to that dis- 
tant land, and Emory, having small 
competition in his trade of merchant, 
soon laid the foundation of the large 
fortune he now enjoys. The; modest 
beginning he made rapidly grew to im- 
mense proportions. He is said to have 
increased the working force !n th< 
territory of A moor by 20,000 men by 
the introduction of Yankee labor sav 
ing inventions, and he ha* today larg< 
Ktorea at Nikolaefsk, Habarofsk, Blag 
ovechensk and Moscow, from which 
he furnishes most of the supplies to 
the local government. 
This thriftj 


Yankee has not only gained the confl 
dence of the people among whom he 
lives, but has loarned to understand 
them, and so successfully caters U, 
their needs that he has become one ol 
the richest merchants in Siberia."— 
New York Trbune. 


The statistics of the foreign tradf 


of Bulgaria whUh have jus( been put, 
llfihed show very favorable reports 
for thn past year.

which, compared with 46,51.2,lOOf., in 
1!rOO, shows an increase of fifty on< 
per c*nt. on tbe preceding year. Tbt- 


exports stand at 82,769,759f., against 
53,982.629f. in 1900, the increase being 
53.3 per cent. Imports from England 
increased by 6.38 million francs, from 
Turkey by 5.4 millions, from Austria 
by 4.5 millions, and from Germany by 
4.2 millions. The exports to England 
have increased 9.88 millions, to Tur- 
key by 6.4 millions, to Belgium by 4.38 
millions, and to Germany by 3.02 mil 
lions.

Our sales to Spain since the war

American 'novelties' all over Europe. 
By the word 'novelties.' the review 
says, is meant not only machinery 
and labor saving implements, but a

articles pos- 


sessing distinguishing points of ex- 
cellence new to Europe Tho review 
also shows that America is now sup- 
plying European countries with goods 
which have long been distinctive in 
those countries and which America 
used to import iromthern. For instance, •

Spain, and in Belgium more American 
goods are being consumed than ever 
before.
